This issue I am going to bring your attention 
back to something I wrote in part 10. At end of 
that article is a large program that illustrates the 
use of custom made characters. Those of you 
who can look at that program will realize that it 
is far too long. Another difficulty is the way it 
was setup. If you were to put BRK in line 1017 
and then run the program you would send the 
computer into limbo. There would be no way of 
placing your custom made graphics on the 
screen by using the cursor keys as shown in 
part 16. If you wanted to do this you would 
need to write an entirely different program. 
Here then is an example of such a program. 















SWITCH OFF C-64 AND CHR ROM

The first step in this direction is carried out in 
the first six lines. The idea is to reorganise 
some of the computer’s circuits. As you can see 
from the above bytes DCOE and 01 are the ones 
needed to be accessed. When the first bit of 
byte DCOE is disabled the computer’s 
microprocessing unit is switched off (lines 
1000 - 1005 ). 










Line 1003 is something new. AND #$FE when 
used in this way means that all the bits which 
add up to the value of FE, in BYTE DCOE are 
to be left unaltered. You will remember that 
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the sum total of all eight bits in that byte is 
FF or 255. So 254 or FE is the sum total of 
all eight bits less the value of the first bit,bit 
zero. So if you were to clear bit zero of 
byte DCOE the contents of that byte would 
have to be loaded with A (line 1000) and 
then AND #$FE.(line 1003). The result is 
then stored in DCOE (line 1005). 


In the next three lines the same procedure 
is followed. However because bit two the 
third bit of byte 01 is cleared in this instance 
the instruction AND #$FB is used. 
Character ROM is switched off.

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Financially, the group continues to decline. 
Figures from the last financial year of 1990- 
1991 were disconcerting yet only marked the 
start of a spiralling downward trend continued 
this year. All sources of income declined once 
again. 


The group’s largest form of income comes 
from membership fees and sales. Both showed 
considerable decline. Stock sales down from 
over $12,000 to $5,500 Membership down 
from $14,700 to just over $12,000. And 
because the group has been living from 
accumulated wealth of previous years, bank 
interest was reduced from $721 to $186. 


While income has been dramatically reduced, 
costs incurred have only been marginally 
reduced, and only due to reducing the number 
of newsletters from the usual eleven to nine; a 
saving of nearly $2,000. Ignoring depreciation, 
Expenses for 1990-1991 were $17,200 and for 
1991-1992 were $14,500. 


Clearly, our group will need to curtail 
expenses in the forthcoming year unless there 
is a sudden turnabout in membership 
recruitment.

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The publication of our newsletter "Cursor" is 
by far our greatest expense and producing 
fewer editions the most effective method of 
curtailing expenses. Yet I would loathe to 
have to reduce its publication to bi-monthly. 


Stock sales can no longer be relied upon as a 
significant source of income as the profit 
margins on the sale of a box of disks steadily 
declines from year to year. 


My feelings are that the group will continue 
to contract over the next few years before 
stabilizing to a much smaller, more 
enthusiastic core of computer experts. 


The group will continue to function yet with 
fewer members and fewer, more directed 
services. 


This may be a good thing, for the group will 
have reverted to its origins - a group of real 
enthusiasts sharing skills and knowledge that 
they have acquired.
